Until all the faects of the outbreak are
known it will be hard to form an esti-
muate of what will be the outcome. Cer-
tainly Dewey and Otiz seem to have
the matter weli In hands and will hold
it. It will not be hard tp subject the in-
surgent forces.

A point in diplomacy arises in the
fact that as the peace treaty has not
been ratified and the terms earried out
the Philippines are still; to all intents
and purposes, Spanish possesslons, and
the insurgents are in the attitude of
reopening the hostlities agalnst Spain.
This opens up a problem which will
have to be dealt with, but in the mean-
time the belligerents must be quieted
by the American forees, which are in
military control,

Developments in the situation, both
in the Philipplnes and in Washington,
will be awalted with Interest and anx-
lety. If the treaty !s ratified to-day
matters will assume better shape =o far
o8 the position of this country is con-
zerned. o

The Peace Treaty Opposition.

To-day s xet for the thne to take
the vole In the senate on the gquestion
of the ratification of the peace treaty.
On the eve of the taking of the vote It
is not’ known whether the necessary
two-thirds will be glven. It moay be
that the vote will not be taken promptly
on neeount of abjeetlons from the oppo-
gltlon, and the deslre of Jones, of Ar-
kansas, and Allen, of Nebraska, to
make speeches, Allen being understood
to be the spokesman for Mr. Bryan,
There will be two hours for debate,
however, nnd this moy autfice,

In thls eonncction Mr, Morgan, of
Alabamn, whose Demoeracy, ns well
as whose pasition on the questlon of
expansion, in so well known, sounded
1 warning to his Demoeratie collengues
on Suturday. It was something In the
Hne of what Mr. Allen proposes to da,
na At Im alleged that the Tatter will de-
notnen the opposition to the treaty in
the Demoeratic ranks as o eonsplracy
agalnet Mr., Bryan.  Mr. Morgon sudd
that It was his convietlon  that the
trety would he rictified without amepd-
ment or modifying declaration.  Thoe
Asgoclated Press veport of the Ala-
buma senutor's remurks quotes him oy

kaying that the American commission-
ers to the Parls conference had ncted
very wisely and In the best Interests of
the whole country, and that he, for one,
was wiling to accept thelr work just
ns they had glven It to us, He was
algo “wllllng to trust the President,
alded, as he would be, by Congress, to
take care of the Philippine question In
the way most eatlsfactory to our own
people and In the interest of the Phil-
Ippines.'”

Mr, Morgan warned the Democrals
agalnst taking n position against the
treaty, asserting that they would there-
by, It the treaty were defeated, wreck
the parly. There s o groat deal of truth
in this position, and Senator Morgan
expresses the situation well, The ques-
tlon of the government and the dis-
posal of the Philippines Is not settled
by the adoption of the treaty, the rejec-
tlon of which would place us in o bad
light before other natlons, would com-
pleate all that this country hus done,
reopen the whole question between the
United States and Spain and render us
Bullty of bad faith,

The people of the United States never
would endorse such s concluston. They
have confidence in the abillty of thelr
own country to deal with all questions
Involved In carrying out our obliga-
tlons — questlons that are necessarily
not settled by the treaty. The treaty
ends the war by the granting of our de-
mands, and leaves the matters pertaln-
ing to, what we shall do with the Phil-
Ippines, Puerto Rlco and Cuba wholly
with Congress and the Presldent, Spaln
will not be a party to these matters be-
yond the guarantee of Spanish rights
provided for In the treaty.

Tho Kidd-Morris Recount.
. The recount of the Wood county bal-
lots in the Kldd-Morris contest by the
senate committee at Parkersburg Sat-
urday showed that Morrls' majorlty
was 495 Instend of 425, n galn for him of
0 votes, By o dispateh elsewhere It
Wil be found that the committee found
the rejected or contested ballots ex-
actly as reported In the notlee of con-
test, thus showlng that there had been
no manipulation of the ballots in the
meantime, and they were so ldentifled.
The recount aceording to the Intent of
the voter made a gain for Kidd of 126
votes nnd for Morrls of 196 votes, two-
thirds of the ballots not counted being
Republican votes, It appears that néar-
ly six percent. of all the votes cast In
Wood county were rejected by the
county court under the strict construc-
tlon of the lnw,

Senator Smith, one of the scnate com-
mittee, In speaking of the result, was
right when he referred to the revela-
tions made by the recount, when he
declared that Morris had good grounds
for-a contest. His further suggestion,
and one which the Intelligencer has fre-
quently made, that there Is need of an
amended electlon law that will provide
‘for the manifest intent of voters In
the counting of bajlots, is 2 good one.
Under the strict construction of the law
as it - stands now thousands of legal
voles In the state have been thrown
out. :

In writing to the Press
to correct the wrong Impression, Irn
IZ, Bennett says that the Republicans
of California Iast November wiped out
the stain of Bryanlsm, and endarsged
the natlonal administration. “A large
portion of them now scek to cleet UL
8. Grant, Jr., to the United States sen-
ate. In making this fight they should
not be handicapped by the failure of
Hepublieans elsewhere to cordlally sup-
port them."
